DETRIMENTAL PUBLIC SCHOOL 
LARGE CITIES 


THE 


Hat the opening of the school year has stimulated edi- 
torial interest in articles by expert educators, is as it 
should be, for the public needs to be fully informed 

as to the details of all systems, and yet with all the educa- 
tional talk one consideration has had little or no attention, al- 
though it concerns in a large measure the preservation of the 
best American ideals of language and conduct. There are 
no adages more widely accepted than that “evil communi- 
cations corrupt good manners ”’ and that “as the twig is bent 
the tree ’s inclined,” and applying these old saws to the school 
question one realizes the mistake of bringing native-born 
\merican children, in their most impressionable years, into 
daily intimate contact with the children of the dregs of Euro- 
pean peasantry and the lower race of the native-born, who all 
mangle the English language, and who, with very rare excep- 
tions, are, to put it mildly, shockingly ill bred. There is 
much said about the menace of diseased children of foreign 
extraction to the physical health of the schools, but the con- 
tagion that their ignorance and lack of social breeding spreads 
so entirely overlooked that in some quarters it is even consid- 
ered undemocratic to so much as mention the subject. 

However it may be in the smaller towns and cities of the 
country, there is no doubt that in the great cities, with popu- 
lation made up largely of ignorant races from Europe, it is 
nothing short of criminal for such American parents as can 
possibly afford to pay for the education of their children to 
submit them in their tender years to the physical, mental and 
moral contagion of the pub lic school. If the age of entering 
school were twelve or fourteen years, instead of six, the mat- 
ter would still be a serious one, but it is far more so when 
the little American, born to better fate, is forced into the in- 
timacy of the crowded classroom with the coarse, ignorant 
children of a peasantry that is in many cases the very dregs 
of foreign populations. It is impossible that American chil- 
dren so exposed can retain either purity of speech or refine- 
ment of taste or manner, and no brilliancy of scholarship can 
atone for deficiency in these respects. Culture, even though 
it has been a bit vulgarized as a word by too indiscriminate 
use,is still most desirable as an accomplished fact, and it con- 
cerns conduct quite as much as it does intellectual achieve- 
ment, a truth that parents need to have brought sharply home 
to them, since it is they who are almost wholly responsible, if 
they force their children to associate with those greatly their 
inferiors as to breeding and environment. 

It is a very fine theory, that of the children of all classes of 
the population associating with one another in public schools 

a beautiful democratic dream—but it is not a workable 
proposition in large American cities where the public schools 
are engaged in the Titanic task of transforming little social 
savages—the offspring of a densely ignorant foreign parent- 
age—into citizens sufhciently educated to cease being a menace 
to the State.

TO TOWN 


Just now in American plays, we are going to 
too much of the wild West ,thanks to Mr. Belasco 
and Professor Moody. I hear even that Victor 
Herbert is composing a New Mexico opera- 
Heaven save the mark. But that is the way 
with us, as I pointed out some time ago. Let 
one person launch a successful play, a little 
original, and there will be a series of imitations. 
Let one novelist make a success from depicting 
Newport or Lenox or town society, and there 
will be a dozen who will come forward with house 
parties and whiskies and Wall street and bridge 
and the petty politics of clubs. 

It is true that in many instances a man’s 
material prospects are affected by the club to 
which he belongs. The non-clubman—to use 
a common if incorrect expression—is supposed 
to be a person without the least attribute for 
social intercourse with his fellow man. He 
is a person apart, who is apt to be looked upon 
with disdain by a certain number of men who 
are themselves new to club life and to society. 

Here men must have a species of framing. 
In Fifth Avenue, it takes one kind of collateral, 
on Broadway another. In the latter street, 
a great red automobile, a long cigar with a 
paper band around it, ability to give dinners 
and purchase liquid refreshment at the different 
hotels and restaurants from Twenty-third 
Street to the Park, and a frequent attendance 
at playhouses and on first nights, and a certain 
gi.tering following in the shape of one’s wo- 
mankind, has much to do with the establishing 
of a reputation for being a ** perfect gentlemen.” 
The entourage is a bit better on Fifth Avenue, 
the possessions are less limited, and to the credit 
of the better class be it said, that financial and 
executive ability stand for something, but the 
principle of the theory is the same. 

However, in general society, there are some 
compensations. Here (and I have said this 
so many times that it becomes a bore) men 
talk stocks and motors, and you find that the 
fashionable world which looked askance, some 
years ago upon literary people, and playwrights 
and artists and actors and singers are taking 
them up. And why? Because, we regard 
success in every calling, and by success we mean 
money-making, something to be commended. 
The author, the painter and the actor do not 
talk shop. They are too busy with stocks and 
the former of the three classes when not getting 
tips for investments and flyers takes notes of 
the personal characteristics of the other people, 
and reproduces them in his books. Even the 
singer and the musician forget Verdi, Puccini, 
Strauss and Wagner, and are much more in- 
terested in this or that preferred. It is the 
golden age. There is so much that is artistic 
lying around ready to be absorbed, that even 
the people who live in fifteen dollar flats—if 
such domiciles at such a price exist—are quite 
au fait as to different styles of furnishing, and 
are proud of old silver, old china and 
their Chippendale and Louis xy chairs and 
tables. 

Everyone dresses well, the cheap shops for 
men showing really quite well cut garments, 
correct and of proper conservative mixture. 
Now and then, as in midsumer, there is a mad 
spurt at extremes but the ordinary man steers 

clear of them. In the remotest regions of Wee- 
hawken, people dine at seven and dress for 
dinner, and there is no home comparatively 
without a shower bath at least, and there is 
constant tubbing. 

Just now, the strangers have come to town 
and the corridors of the hotels are filed with 
them. They enjoy everything, and they are
